The Attorney-General, Meir Sham- 
gar, is to head a Government in- 
quiry team which will investigate 
the collapse of the Israel-British 
Bank. Justice Minister Haim Zadok 
announced Shamgear’s appointment to 
the Cabinet yesterday. The Finance 
Minister and the Governor of the 
Bank of Israel are still to announce 
their appointees to the inquiry team. 

Apart from investigating “the 
bank’s failure, the team is charged 
with recommending legislative and/ 


or administrative measures to ensure 
that such episodes do not recur. 


Two auditing firms have been 
chosen to examine the affairs of 
IBB. The London bank will be ex~- 
amined by Binder Hamlyn, and the 
Tel Aviv bank by Somekh, Haikin 
end Citron, according to the Bank 
of Israel spokesman. . 


Meanwhile, the Cabinet Secretary 
said yesterday that the Bank Gov- 
ernor, Moshe Sambar, had informed 
the Cabinet last Sunday night — 
when the Ministera first convened 
to discuss the Israel-British Bank's 
fate — of the Bank of Israel's 30 
million DM investment in the de- 
funct bank two years ago. (IBB 
counsel Eliahu Meron had accused 
Sanber of seeking to withhold this 
information from the Cabinet, con- 
firming it only after Mr. Meron 
had revealed it.) 


It is understood that the Fraud 
Section of the police has started in- 
vestigating whether there have been 
any irregularities in the IBB man- 
agement. 


So far, the major dereliction seems 
to be that the bank and its London 
subsidiary deposited funds through 
intermediaries, or loaned money to 
an anonymous firm in Liechten- 
stein — to evade the Umitation en- 
forced by the Bank of Israel on the 
volume of business deals with share- 
holders. Most of IBB's transactions 
appear in fact to have been with the 
Williams group, taking the form of 
credits extended to their business 
concerns. 


A letter from Aharon Meir, gen- 
eral-manager of Bank Mizrahi, ad- 
dressed yesterday to Sanbar, refutes 
another accusation against the Gov- 
ernor — that he had favoured Bank 
Leumi as a buyer.

Yariv says his PLO remark

Neihing in Information Minister 
Aharon Yariv's statement on the 
Palestinians on Friday contradicts 
government selicy, Mr. Yariv him- 
self told the Cabinet yesterday. In 
veply to a question from Minister- 
withcut-Portfclio Yisrael Galili, Ya- 
τὶν read out the operative part of 
his statement as published by the 
Government Press Office to prove 
that it accorded with official policy 
outlined by Premier Rabin when he 
presented his Cabinet to the Knesset. 
Yariv charged that some of the 
news media had reported part of his 
statement out of context. 

In an interview with Gale! Zahal 
(the Army radio) on Friday night, 
Yariv sald that negotlations with 
the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion would be “posstble — should the 
PLO announce that its 1968 Palestine 
Covenant was no longer valid, and 
declare its readiness to enter nego- 
tiations while acknowledging the ex- 
istence of a Jewish State here in 
Israel, and should the organization 
announce the cessation of all hostile 
actions against Israel..." 

Presenting the Cabinet to the 
Knesset on June 3, Premier Rabin 
said inter alia: “In the neighbouring 
Jordanian-Palestinian State, the in- 
dependent identity cf the Palestinian 
and Jordanian Arabs cza find ex- 
pression in peace and good-neigh- 
bsurliness with Israel... The Gov- 
ernment of Israel will not conduct 
negotiations with terrorist organiza- 
tions whcse declared goal is the des- 
truction of the State of Israel." 

The Premier stressed in a speech 
at Beit Berl on Saturday that Is- 
rae] does not intend to recognize “a 
Palestinian entity,” nor to negotiate 
with the terror groups who are its 
werst enemies and sought to liquid- 
ate it. 

(The Free Centre wing of the 
Likud has asked permission from 
the executive of the Knesset fac- 
tion to table an urgent motion on 
“mutually contradictory statements 
by Cabinet Ministers which provoke 
public argument and provide pro- 
paganda ammunition for Israel's 
enemies.") 

In another question pertaining to 
the Palestinian question, Galili asked 
Foreign Minister Yigal Allon how 
his ministry had reacted to expres- 
sions of support for the PLO made 
by the Rumanian Government dur- 
ing President Sadat's recent visit to 
Bucharest. Rumania had expressed 
its support for the creation of a 
Palestinian state and its recognition

Allon replied that Israel had told 
Rumania of the “wonderment and 
-displeasure" at this statement, and 
had affirmed its belief that such 
statements were not conducive to 
progress towards peace in the area. 


PLO rejects offer 
BEIRUT (UPI). — Palestinian ter- 
rorist extremists yesterday ridicul- 
ed Yariv's offer of recognition for 
their overall command unit, the PLO, 
as well as rejecting all attempts at 
@ reconciliation between the terror- 
ists and Jordan’s King Hussein. 

Commenting on Yariv's remarks, 
the Marxist Popular Democratic 
Front for the Liberation of Pales- 
tine (PDFLP) said they was “full of 
imperialist and aggressive arro- 
gance." It said, “Yariv claims to have 
the right to a part of Palestine and 
impsse conditions on our people. He 
must know that we are the owners 
of the land and we call on all demo- 
cratic and progressive forces inside 
the land cccupied since 1948 to join 
us in the struggle against the ar- 
rogance and aggressiveness of the 
Zionist leadership so that we will 
live together in peace.” 

Ancther Marxist group, the Popu- 
lar Revolutionary Front for the Li- 
beration of Palestine, rejected all at- 
tempts at reacnciling the Palestinian 
terrorist movement with Hussein, It 
said, “Reconciliation with the Jor- 
danian regime is a step toward the 
liquidation of the Pelestinian revo- 
lution.”

Appearing on ABC's “Issues and 
Answers,” Rabin questioned whether 
“certain countries" would limit 
themselves to using nuclear energy 
for only peaceful purposes once 
they “get the technology of how to 
handle nuclear energy.” 

He said that the U.S. decision will 
speed up the interest of other coun- 
tries in “moving into the nuclear 
energy business." This would be 
“fine,” Rabin continued, if they 
would use the energy merely for 
peaceful purposes. 

But in the Middle East, an area 
of tension, “one can never know 
what will be the purposes,” the 
Prime Minister said. 

Rabin maintained that Israel is 
not a “nuclear country in military 
terms,” but declined to say whether

The Prime Minister vowed that 
his Government would do “whatever 
is possible within certain political 
limits,” to prevent the terrorists 
from attacking Israelis. He said 
he would welcome Lebanon’s deci- 
sion to increase the size of its army 
if he knew that it would lead to 
a decision to control the terrorists. 

If Lebanon wanted to control the 
terrorists now, they had the ca- 
pability of preventing them from 
infiltrating into Israel. “But unfor- 
tunately, Lebanon doesn’t act as it 
should to prevent the use of its 
own territory for terrorist activi- 
ties." he said. ‘ 

Jerusalem will never, under any 
circumstances, be divided again, he 
said. In a final settlement there 
might be an opportunity for the 
Christian and Moslem religious au- 
thorities to control their holy places, 
but this would be ἃ religious and 
not political control. 

Rabin said the Vatican has mo- 
dified its stance on the internation- 
alization of Jerusalem, and he did not 
think it would advocate this position 
teday. 

Another reason Israel would not 
agree to internationalization was 
that it would give the Soviets a voice 
in the eontrol of Jerusalem, he said. 

The Prime Minister pralsed the 
Nixon Administration for having 
helped Israel more than any prev- 
jous administration. He hoped that 
Washington would not forget that 
it was precisely because of this tre- 
™endous support for Israel that the 
Arab states were now turning to 
‘Washington. 

“What brought the opening of the 
gates of Cairo and Damascus to the 
Americans was mainly the fact that 
the U.S. supported Israel," he said.

According to Mapam secretary- 
general Meir Talmi, Yadlin said 
under questioning that any rabbi 
would have authority to perform 
conversions provided he followed 
the Goren formula, But Mapam, 
ILP and CRM insisted that only 
8 specific commitment to this 
effect, legitimising all streams in 
Judaism, would allay their doubts 


about a sell-out to the NRP. 
The ILP’s Gideon Hausner, who 


headed his party's team, charged 
that Labour had played so much 
into Rabbi Goren's hands that, after 
the NRP had allowed the Ctief 
Rabbi to dictate its policies, making 
and breaking governments at his 
will, Labour, too, was becoming 
dependent on him. Hausner told 
The Jerusalem Post last night: 
“Mixing up the rabbinate with po- 
lities is bad for the rabbinate and 
bad for politics.” 

(Boaz Moav, CRM Knesset Mem- 
ber, said over Israel Radio last 
night that the formula proposed by 
Rabbt Goren would only be “paper- 
ing over the cracks as long 88 it 
did not contain a hard and fast 
wording which would prevent every 
party from interpreting it as it 
wished later on.”)

This summation came at the end 
of a two-hour meeting at which 
the organization's President, Mark 
Mosevies, reported on his discus- 
sions with Fimance Minister Ye- 
hoshua. Rabinowitz. 

During these talks, Mr, Mosevics 
said, the Finance Minister frankly 
admitted that he “lacked the power 
to compel the Histadrut to waive 
half the new cost-of-living allowance 
payable on July salaries." 

“Wo one can expect us to be part- 
ners In an anti-inflationary plan 
which wili fail in reducing the rate 
of inflation,” Mr. Mosevies said. He 
added that “imposing the five per 
cent foan on the manufacturers, 
which was to be a parallel step to 
the Histadrut’s walving half the 
C-o-L allowance, shows the Govern- 
ment's weakness, Moreover, the flve 
per cent loan will reduce producti- 
vity capacity.” 

However, despite the fact that Mr. 
Mosevies spoke about being “aggres- 
sive" vis-a-vis the Government, the 
resolutions adopted yesterday only 
“called upon the Government” to 
choose an alternative route. They did 
not express the manufacturers’ op- 
position to the new direction that 
the Government's policy had taken. 

Avraham (“Buma”) Shavit, Deputy 
President, added that the Govern- 
ment’s policy failed to deal with the 
essence of the problem, low pro- 
ductivity. Moreover, if Histadrut 
Secretary-General Yeruham' Meshel 
wanted to talk about “paying true 
taxes," he should not point a finger 
at the industrialists, whose books 
listed every pound earned, but at 
the thousands of “independent” work- 


ers, the plumbers, the carpenters, 
the electricians, the shift workers, 
all of whom paid little or no taxes, 
and who made excellent livings, Mr. 
Shavit declared. 

The other resolutions claimed that 
the five per cent forced loan on the 
industrialists would drive them into 
even greater credit difficulties, and 
reduce their revolving capital, both 
of which would lower their output. 

The Association called on the Gov- 
ernment, if it could not enforce the 
freezing of half of the C-o-L al- 
lowance, to acquire the same amount 
in indirect taxes, not direct taxes, 
which lowered the Incentive to pro- 
duce since the added income went in 
taxes. By imposing indirect taxes,

the same income would be realized, 
but the workers would produce more 
because the more they worked, the 
more take-home pay they had, the 
Association explained. 

As for stepping up exports by In- 
dustry, the 42 agora additiona) in- 
centive offered was much too amall 
(hale of it went back on higher 
duties on imported raw materials), 
the Asseciation stated. 

The Government should aiso do 
everything possible to see that work- 
ers switched theft jobs, from the 
services to the productive fields, 
namely Industry and agriculture;

As Histadrut opposes

NEW SCHEME TO 
᾿ BOOST EXPORTS

The Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry is urging manufacturers to 
step up their export programmes, to 
help close the nation’s trade gap. 

Meeting with economic reporters in 
Jerusaiem yesterday, Foreign Trade 
Director Adin Talbar aunounced a 
mew scheme for export companies 
by which international trading firms 
will handle sales for local manufac- 
turers who do not have their over- 
seas own marketing staffs. 

He said the Commerce-Industry 
Ministry will pay trading companies 
8 bonus equal to two per cent of 
thelr export volume where their ef- 
forts are on behalf of small man- 
ufacturers. The aim, said Mr. Talbar, 
is to encourage them to promote 
more exports by manufacturers who 
“until now have been only marginally

In addition, the Ministry will also 
Fay a one per cent bonus to manu- 
facturers and trading firms — large 
or small — who sell to developing 
countries. 

Also eligible for these bonuses are 
resident buying agents for overseas 
customers. All bonuses are retro- 
active to January 1, 1974, 

Dr. Michael Rom, chief of the Min- 


istry’s Market Research Division, 
urged manufacturers to take ad- 
vantage of tariff preferences avalil- 
able to them under the provisions 
of UNCTAD — United Nations Con- 
ference on Trade and Development. 
This scheme offers extremely at- 
tractive trading possibilities for 
developing countries, Including Is- 
rael, 


Tae latest country to tender such 
terms ts Canada, It now gives deve- 
loping countries a cut of one-third 
in the usual import tariff, or, alter- 
natively, equalization with the ta- 
riffs for goods from British Com- 
monwealth countries — whichever 
is lower.

Bakery closure brings

The Government also announced 
yesterday a new body headed by 
Premier Amir Abass Hoveida and 
five Cabinet ministers to assist in 
Iran's fight against drug smuggling 
and addiction. Agents of the new 
body have permission to raid homes 
and arrest drug peddlers and users. 
Artistic and foreign circles — in- 
cluding foreign youth gatherings --- 
are included ‘wii the jurisdiction 
of the new body’s powers, the Gov- 
ernment announced. 

The Government statement said 
drug addicts will be treated free and 
given jobs and that the new anti- 
drug drive will continue until drug 
addiction is uprooted in Iran, 


ing, it was announced yesterday. 

The committee comprises Fehim 
Adak (Minister of Commerce), Kor- 
kut Ozal (Agriculture) and Mustafa 
Ok (Village and Cooperatives), and 
has been given an initial budget of 
£426,000 to enforce controls. 

Turkey serapped the American- 
sponsored ban on opium farming 
two weeks ago, but said it would take 
strict measures to ensure farmers 
did not sell raw opium to smugglers. 
The decision led to an immediate 
cooling in Turkey-U.S, relations. The 
American Ambassador here was re- 
called for consultations and there 
have been demands in Congress for 
cuts in aid to Turkey. 

Among controls proposed by Tur- 
ish officials are a Mmit of five du- 
nams cultivation per poppy farmer 
and a ban on growers with criminal 
records and villages inaccessible by 
road. Premier Bulent Ecevit is to 
tour the poppy-growing provinces to 
appeal to farmers not to flout con- 
trols. 


Before the ban was introduced two 
years ago, American experts claimed 
Turkey was the primary source of 
heroin entering the U.S. A group of 
parliamentarians drawn from the 
five leading parties is to visit the 
U.S. soon to explain the: Turkish 
decision. The Government has said 
it lifted. the ban because of the eco- 
nomic plight of 100,000 farming fa- 
milies and the world need for opium 
for medicinal purposes, 


Dame of Sark dies at 90 


-SARK, Channel Islands (AP). — 


The dame of Sark, who for 47 years 
held benevolent sway over Europe's 
last feudal flefdom, died Sunday at 
the age of 90, her family announced, 

Dame Sibyl Mary Hathaway ruled 
this tiny island near the French side 
of the English Channel since her fa- 
ther, the Seigneur of Sark, died in 
1927. The family has held title to 
the island, Britain's smaiiest and 
oldest dependency, since 1563, when 
Queen Elizabeth I granted it as a 
peel to ἐὰν int ped gare the firat 

eur, and ited | to po- 
pulate it. De Carteret set up a 
Scheme of feudal government that 
is essentially the same today, 

The island, inhabited by 58 peo- 
ple, has its own parliament, a two- 
man police force, a jail to house two 
prisoners, a court of justice and a 
lord — answerable only to the Queen 
and her Privy Council. 

‘Dame Sibyl will -be succeeded by 
her grandson, 46-year-old Michael 
Beaumont, who currently lives in 
Bristol, and only spends holidays on 
the island

confident he would preserve the is- 
land’s tranquil, unspoiled ways. 
Dame Sibyl readily admitted her 
island was an anachronism and

ists visit here every year to re- 
discover a lost world. 

Sark has no automobiles, no taxes 
no labour unions or strikes, virtual- 
ly no crime and no divorce. Feudal 
tradition prevents the latter since 
wives are regarded as the personal 
chattels’ of their husbands. .~ 

“We are not™‘averse to the com- 
forts of modern life," Dame Sibyl 
once said, “but we are opposed to 
disturbing the peace which is the 
only thing people are searching for 
now. 


Four years ago the islanders sup- 
ported their doctor when he asked 
for an auto to make his rounds. 
Dame Sibyl refused, the islanders 
grumbled and the doctor quit. His 
successor rides a bicycle. 
Apparently as part of the prero- 
gatives of power, the ban on motor 
vehicles waa lifted slightly to allow 
the Dame — who suffered from 
an arthritic hip — to travel about 
her domain in an electric invalid 
car. 
Dame Sibyl sometimes came under 
attack from mainland Britons for 
her lordly ways, but she reported: 

‘Tf I am a dictator, I am cer- 
tainly a benevolent one. I prefer 
to regard myself as head of one 
‘big happy family with the Queen. 

“Tf people can think up a better 
system than feudalism for this is- 
land, a system which would bring 
in more money, well and good,” she 
added. “It would be lovely for me, 
because I could keep my house and 
have no bothers, and get away and 
not have any telephone calls.”

SALONICA, Greece (Reuter), — A 
congregation of about 10,000 yester- 
day acclaimed dethroned Bishop 
Leonidas when he officiated at his 
last service as MetropoHtan of 
Salonica, 

Strict security measures were in 
force outside Salonica’s main Church 
of Saint Demetrios where the tear- 
fal prelate delivered a 20-minute 
sermon. 


"The 68-year-old Bishop told the 


cong tion that he would bow “to 
the: " Ft the Hierarchy"to 
dethrone him although, he said, he 
had never sored his diocese to 
become a centre or a springboard 
of opposition and plots against the 
leadership of the Greek Orthodox 
Church. 

‘The Hierarchy of the Greek Or- 
thodox Church on Saturday appoint- 
ed nine new bishops to replace those 
it dethroned on Thursday, including 
Leonidas of Salonica, for allegedly 
threatening church unity. 


Archbishop Serafim, Primate to 
Greece and Chairman of the Hier- 
archy, said in a nation-wide address 
on Friday night that the Hierarchy 
— supreme body of the church — 
dethroned the nine bishops to save 
the church from destruction. 


They were dethroned under a 
constitutional act passed by the 
army-backed Government earlier 
this month. It empowered the

elements undermining its authority. 


The bishops have no right of appeal. 

“T leave my diocese less, I 
have always worked for the grand- 
eur of the church.

S. Vietnamese 
go to polls 


SAIGON (Reuter). Fourteen 
people were killed and 67 wounded 
in Communist bombardments around 
polling stations in South Vietnam's 
jocal council elections yesterday, 
Interior Ministry officials said. 

Another three people were re- 
ported missing. Almost all the ca- 
sualties were civilians. Efforts to 
disrupt the elections were sharply 
higher in several areas than in last 
year’s senate poll. 

But diplomatic experts saw no 
evidence of a concerted nationwide 
anti-election camprign ‘because 
Communist harasgment varied from 
one region to another. 

The total of 84 casualties, which 
resulted mainly from mortar and 
rocket attacks, compared with 19 
in the senate elections. 

The Interior Ministry estimated 
that 80 per cent of more than seven 
million registered electors voted, but 
overall official were not 
immediately available. It will take 
several days to coniplete final ‘re- 
sults, 

The government's election law 
barred ‘candidates who work ‘“di- 
rectly or indirectly for communism 
or pro-communist neutralism." 

A Vietcong spokesman here said 
the elections ran counter to last 
year's Paris peace agreement. The 
accord provided for eventual gen- 
eral elections prepared by both sides 
in the war, but talks to implement 
it have made πὸ progress.

Gaddafi tells 
terrorists to 
go to Geneva 


PARIS (AP). — Libyan leader 
Muammer Gaddafi has joined ather 
Arab leaders in urging the Pales- 
tinfan terror organizations to attend 
the Geneva negotiationg on the 
Middle Hast and “lave a face-to- 
face encounter with the Israelis.” 

In an interview with French tele- 
vision, screened on Saturday, Gad- 
dafi warned the organizations not to 
make any concessions, even to other 
Arab states. “It would be very ser- 
lous if the front-line Arab states 
profited from the presence of the 
Palestinians to make them accept a 
solution of abandonment," he said. 

He said the presence at Geneva 
would signify Israeli recognition of 
“the existence of a people who dis- 
pute the same land with them.” 

In his warning Gaddafi indicated 
that agreements between Arab states 
and Israel “risk being made at the 
cost of the Palestinians because U.S. 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
is incapable of obtaining the return 
of the Palestinians to their lands.” 

Egypt and Syria currently are re- 
ported to be attempting a reconci- 
Hation between the terror organiza- 
tions and Jordan's King Hussein, 
with the aim of forming a joint de- 
legation of the four groups to the 
Geneva conference. 

In a remark apparently aimed at 
Egypt and Syria, Gaddafi asked, 
“How can Arab states who have 
stopped fighting discuss the ques- 
tion? They will be in a weak posi- 


tion at Geneva because, contrary to 
their leaders, the Arab peoples do 
not accept a solution of abandoning 
the struggle.”
